POSITIVE PREACHING. 


The intelligent preacher of the pres- 
ent generation understands that he is 
a teacher as well as an exhorter. It 
is his duty and privilege to open to his 
people the rich stdéres of truth which 
the Holy Scriptures and the volume of 
Christian history are making clear to 
those who are willing to pay the price 
of earnest study. He knows that this 
truth which comes to our age as the re- 
sult of investigation is the inalienable 
heritage of those to whom he ministers, 
that he would be recreant to his duty 
as a leader and interpreter were he to 
withhold it from them. 

This new truth, which is not different 
but the same as that which the church 
has always possessed, and yet new | be- 
cause it is a fresh outbreaking from the 
Word of*'God and from Christian expe- 
rience, appears to some of those to 


whom he preaches like a new gospel. 
It is impossible for a minister to em- 
phasize the living truths of the gospel 


for his own age without encountering 
the opposition of those whose posses- 
sions belong to an earlier generation, 
and in these minds a departure from 
time honored phrases and accepted 
traditions is nothing less than hereti- 
cal and subversive of sound doctrine. 
Almost every congregation has in it 
some men and women of this type. They 
are loyal to the Word of God as they 
understand it, but they identify their 
particular view, which may be very par- 
tial and narrow, with the full truth of 
the gospel and they regard with sus- 
picion and hostility the efforts of any 
man to broaden their field of thought 
or to deepen their spiritual experiences. 
They are often content to abide in the 
border of the King’s land rather than 
to forsake familiar and beaten ways for 
the sake of penetrating into the heart 
of that rich domain where He abides. 
Almost every minister who is really 
trying to serve the present age meets 
the obstacles interposed in his way by 
such devoted but unenlightened Chris- 
tians. They may even be men of con- 
siderable education and wide reading 
whose methods of thought have yet be- 
come so fixed in alignment with older 
and less adequate views of truth that they 
cannot adjust themselves to the age in 
which they live, and they deem it a 
task of loyalty to the gospel to oppose 
every voice that speaks with any dif- 
ferent accent. Sometimes these men are 
office bearers in the church who regard 
it as their covenant duty to stand for 
the faith which they hold and which 
they regard as the “faith once for all 
delivered to the saints.” In their at- 
tempt to defend the truth they can make 
themselves very obnoxious to the men 
whom they oppose and can do almost 
infinite harm to the cause of Christ in 
the local church among whose officers 
they have been placed. They may even 
be men of eminent position in the com- 
munity, teachers of accepted standing 
and presumably competent to discern 
truth from error. They may even have 
had long experience in training preach- 
ers for the ministry of the Word and be 
held in the high regard of their breth- 
ren far and near. In such cases their 
opposition to the gospel as proclaimed 
by men of more recent training and 
quicker sensitiveness to the movements 
of the age, becomes far more detrimental 
to the cause of Christianity and far less 
excusable than as if they were obscure 
members of a local church with merely 
such biblical training as a casual read- 
ing of the Bible might supply. The ef- 
forts of such men to defeat the activities 
of younger workers in the ministry are 
pathetic, and all the more so because 
they are futile. Their efforts to defend 
the present generation against the in- 
sidious attack of ideas might easily pass 
without ‘notice were they not productive 
of permanent injury to the very cause 
which both types of mind, conservative 
and progressive, love with equal ardor. 
Of course these men believe them- 


selves champions of the truth against 
error, or proper doctrine against heresy, 
or Christ against Beliel. To convince 
them of their error in this attitude would 
probably be impossible because the ten- 
dencies and influences of many years 
are not lightly overthrown, and a man’s 
methods of thinking do not readily yield 
to change in later life. 

What is the duty of the minister who 
finds himself the object of attack from 
this source, and who, after careful ex- 
amination of his position to see whether 
the criticisms may not be just, is con- 
vinced that he is a true interpreter of 
the Word of God and that his message 
is timely and needed? Two courses are 
open to him between which he is too 
likely to choose, and beyond which he 
may not look. The first is that of com- 
promise and surrender, in which case he 
yields to the opposition organized 
against him and stifles his own convic- 
tions as to the ruling ideas of the gospel 
and the true work of Jesus in the world. 
He consents to follow lines marked out 
for him by his critics and to settle him- 
self into a half hearted and conforming 
ministry which is robbed of its power 
because it has denied its birthright of 
freedom. On the other hand, he may 
conclude that liberty and conviction as 
to the essential principles of the gospel 
demand from him a bold and belligerent 
advocacy of the new truth which he has 
found so vital to his own thinking. He 
resorts to the plan of putting the new 
and the old in contrast one with the 
other, of pointing out the error of the 
usual interpretations of the Bible, and 
the validity of that which he proclaims. 
He fancies that loyalty to conviction re- 
quires on his part an attitude of de- 
fiance of all accepted ideas. This man 
also comes to failure, because he has not 
perceived that the things in which he 
stands somewhat removed from the ac- 
cepted truths of a former generation 
are as nothing, compared with the 
mighty foundations of our holy faith in 
which he and his people are absolutely 
one. He has forgotten the fact that no 
man can be a leader who cuts himself 
off from the sympathy and consideration 
of those whom he seeks to lead. 

There is a third course which does 
not always occur to men of the modern 
type, and yet which vindicates itself by 
their experience if they permit them- 
selves careful consideration of the sub- 
ject. It is not the way of compromise 
nor of silence, neither is it the way of 
defiance and irritating speech. There 
are times when a man must speak the 
truth, even as Jesus did, however dis- 
concerting it may be. But he must re- 
member that Jesus’ method laid em- 
phasis upon the great facts of spiritual 
life and left men to grow out of their 
narrowness and conceit through the 
movement of his own spirit in their 
hearts. It is of little value to pick the 
old leaves from withered trees. To be 
sure, they are unsightly and worthless 
and a good many of them fall off in the 
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breath of the wind; but nature’s way 
is to pour new sap along the channels 
of trunk and limbs and push off these 
worthless reminders of past usefulness. 
The wise minister learns this lesson. 
He does not try to uproot outworn 
theories, but rather to push them out 
of men’s minds by the infusion of newer 
and more satisfying conceptions of the 
gospel, and meantime he keeps in mind 
evermore the truth that theory and in- 
terpretations, however valuable and sat- 
isfying, will always be less than life. 
It is not a definition of the atonement 
we are seeking to propagate but the 
atonement itself in heart and life. It is 
not a theory of inspiration for which 


The 


The world-wide sweep of Jesus’ in- 
fluence is not to be explained by any 
of his surroundings. The Jews expected 
a national Messiah whose kingdom 
should be Jewish. His early teachers 
in the synagogue must have trained him 
in this expectation. His family was op- 
posed to any large plans. His circle of 
intimate friends had no conception of a 
kingdom wider than the boundaries of 
Judaism. After his death they confined 
their work to Jerusalem until driven out 
by persecution; it required a special out- 
pouring of the Spirit to convince Peter 
that the Gentiles had ‘any privileges 
through the gospel; the Antioch church 
waited for a special revelation before 
they sent out Saul and Barnabas even 
to Cyprus, an island lying at their very 
door; and Paul was hemmed in on every 
side before he was ready to hear the call 
of the man of Macedonia to enter Eu- 
rope. Thus every step of worldwide 
dominion was contrary to surrounding 
influences and the result of direct divine 
guidance. 

Still there have not been lacking dur- 
ing this last century those who have 
exercised practical unbelief in this uni- 
versal sway. Carey and Judson prac- 
tically faced the opposition of all Chris- 
tians when they commenced their work 
in the east. Even to-day when the hand 
of God is so manifestly with the world- 
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we stand, but such a familiarity with 
the Scriptures as perceives their divine 
character. It is not a definition of the 
person of Jesus that saves a man, but 
such acquaintance with him as gains 
his mind and purpose for one’s self. 
It is positive and not negative preach- 
ing which this generation needs. Men 
have doubts and difficulties enough; 
what they need is the infusion of con- 
fidence, courage and faith. Polonius 
said to Laertes, 
“Those friends thou hast and their adop- 
tion tried, 
Grapple them to thy soul with hooks 
of steel.” 
The counsel to the minister is even 
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such. Hold with tenacity to the great 
foundation principles of the gospel and 
make them the things of your preach- 
ing. Study, investigate, explore open- 
mindedly in every realm of knowledge. 
Pour the rich treasures of this pursuit 
into your mind and let them blossom 
into character, but in your public min- 
istry remember that few of your people 
are concerned with these matters, and 
that you can lead them where you will 
into newer and richer conceptions of the 
gospel if only you keep before them the 
eternal truths of God and show them 
constantly, both in your message and 
your life, the Christ “whose we are and 
whom we ever seek to serve.”

wide work many professed Christians 
are altogether indifferent if not directly 
hostile to any movement to fulfill the 
ideal of the Master.

The Struggle Continues in 


Mrs. Hensey and I are just back from 
a four days’ trip to our out-station at 
Inj6lé. With twenty fine, big paddlers 
we battled with the swift current of the 
Bosira river for eight hours; then for 
six more hours they paddled us in the 
stiller waters of a small creek, till we 
landed at the place nearest our destina- 
tion. This was followed by five hours’ 
march overland, including four swamps. 
On this trip Mrs. Hensey had her first 
experience in being carried by the na- 
tives through swamps. They tied a 
blanket to a long pole, and bore her all 
so carefully. You must understand that 
the road through a swamp is frequently 
made by felling large trees end to end 
across it. When there is a crook in 
the tree, one must climb up to what 
seems to him dizzy heights above the 
black slime beneath. On this occasion 
several times the men who carried her 
had to walk on such curves, holding her 
fifteen feet above the water. But they 


are as sure footed as a Rocky mountain 
burro, so no accident occurred. 
Leaving out the swamps, this over- 
land trip was almost a triumphal pro- 
eession, for the natives of that section

had never seen a white woman before! 
How they did crowd around and exclaim 
and shout, “Our mother has come to us!” 
So excited would they get that several 
times I had to drive them out of the 
way that we might go on. Then they 
would follow behind, shouting to those 
in front, “Hurry, come out and see our 
white mother!” One old grandmother, 
toothless and almost sightless, looked 
and looked and finally said, “Who am I! 
that I should be spared for this vision?” 
If Mrs. Hensey is never famous, she 
can always remember that she has been 
once. I felt real small to be nothing 
but a man! 

In Injolo, and about, we have some 
thirty Christians. These gathered in the 
nice church they are building, and with 
those of us who came, sat about the 
Table, so wondrous in its mingled mem- 
ories of joy and sadness. Out in the 
town the women quarreled, the children 
danced and cried, the men shouted and 
fought, but in the midst of it all our 
hearts grew very still and quiet as we 
marveled at how He could die for such 


declining days in his message and the 
young find an inspiration to a new life 
of service and consecration. No other 
individual has ever proven himself what 
Jesus loved to call himself—“The Son 
of Man”—representative of mankind. 
To shake this basis of his divinity would 
be to weaken the whole structure of 
truth upon which our faith is based. 

To deny the universality of Jesus is 
to assent to the baldest statement of 
extreme Calvinism. For the man who 
denies that Jesus died for all mankind 
is tacitly admitting that he died for the 
limited number of “elect.” 

To deny the universality of Jesus is 
to doubt your own right to a place in 
the kingdom of God. For if any are not 
included why should it be your brother 
on the other side of the earth rather 
than you? Is there any scriptural 
ground for believing that you are to be 
favored above others? 

No, the only safe position is to freely 
admit that Jesus came as the “Lamb of 
God that taketh away the sin of the 
world.” That “He is not willing that 
any should perish, but that all should 
come to repentance.” May we all pray 
that “the Sun of righteousness may 
arise with healing in his wings” and 
fulfill the divine purpose!

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Just now we are facing the hardest 
problem we have ever had to contend 
with, viz., the shepherding of our Chris- 
tians at the remote out-stations. Of the 
more than 350 members, at least 200 live 
at places remote from Bolenge. Many 
of these are young people, who started 
in the Christian life with high ideals 
and hopes, but they need, as do the 
young people of the home church, the 
most careful watch-care and training. 
We must not forget that all the sur- 
roundings of these “scattered Disciples” 
tend to tear down and never to build 
up. The problem makes two things 
very apparent: 

1. We must have an educated min- 
istry. In the proclamation of the first 
principles of the gospel, our evangelists 
are unexcelled. But they are sadly de- 
ficient in that greater art of shepherd- 
ing those that they have won. 

2. Cost what it may in bodily fatigue, 
we missionaries must do more itinerat- 
ing. None of our work is so wearing 
and full of danger to health as this, but 
it must be done. We must know our 


THE 


sheep, must see each one and watch 
over them. 

But need I say to you that at pres- 
ent neither of these is possible? But 
two of us speak the language. Dr. Wid- 
dowson will soon begin to take some of 
the services, but his medical and build- 
ing work are more than enough to keep 
him tied here. Bro. Eldred and I are 
in the same fix as regards our depart- 
ments. No one of us can be gone from 
the station without the work suffering. 
As for myself, it is impossible for me 
to leave Mrs. Hensey for any length of 
time, when she does not yet speak the 
language, and has her present burden 
of work. We shall go all we can, and we 
plan that in January some of us shall 
go for another long trip in the Bosira. 
As regards a Bible school for training 
a ministry, that is an utter impossibil- 
ity. One man must be set apart to 
that work, and be hindered by no other. 

* * * 

Catholic opposition grows worse with 
every day. Just now they have sent 
twenty-six catechists into the Bosira, and 
have sent us word that in four months

they will drive us entirely out of that 
section. We have ten evangelists in 
that section, and shall try to hold our 
own. The Catholics are going every- 
where telling the people that if they ac- 
cept the teaching of the Bolenge mis- 
sionaries, the State will give them again 
the rubber tax. When you remember 
that the native proverb is “Rubber is 
Death,” you will understand that such 
opposition is not to be laughed at. They 
wait until we enter a plaee, and get 
the people interested, then come and 
contest the field with us. Every inch 
of ground we gain in the Bosira section 
will have to be won by hard fighting. 
We do not fear that we shall be de- 
feated, but wish that we had enough 
men to go out and fight them on their 
own ground.

About 250 of the 
members are present now, and we hope 
to have 300 here on Christmas Day.

It was a distressing duty which was 
laid upon me that coarse October even- 
ing. Poor Steenie Wilson was the ne‘er- 
do-well of Glenhaven. His father be- 
fore him had been a fisherman, and 
had drunk himself into an untimely 
grave, leaving his much-enduring wife 
no possession save their child. Steenie 
was a sturdy little fellow; and Nancy, 
a God-fearing woman, toiled hard to 
bring him up respectably. And it was 
‘her daily prayer that he might be kept 
from the evil of the world and led in 
the right way. But the taint of his 
father’s sin was in his blood, and, as he 
grew to manhood, he followed his 
father’s ways, till he was a byword in 
the village. \ 

The previous night he had, according 
to our people’s gentle euphemism, “for- 
gotten himsel’”’; and, when he joined 
his mates in the morning and put out to 
sea in the lugger, he was still dazed and 
tremulous. It was a blustery day, and 
on arrival at the fishing-ground Steenie 
was shortening sail when a sudden lurch 
flung him overboard, and he perished. 

The lugger put back and got into har- 
bor as the evening was: closing in, 
chill and grey; and it was my office to 
earry the heavy tidings to Nancy. In 
no case could the task have been easy, 
but it was very difficult for me who had 
been less than six months a minister 
and had small experience of the sorrows 
of the human heart. I knew how the 
stricken mother would take it. That 
very afternoon I had seen her, and had 
heard her plaint: “Why winna the 
Lord listen to ma prayers an’ turn ma 
bairn’s hert?” And I had essayed to 
comfort her as the man of God com- 
forted Monica weeping for her Augus- 
tine: “Hope on. In due time your 
prayers will be answered. It can- 
not be that the son of those tears should 
perish.” But now, as it seemed, that as- 
surance had been shattered. How could 
I comfort her any more? 

As I hastened on my errand of 
despair, I passed the dwelling of one of 
my elders, old Alan Ferguson. Alan 
was a retirgd shipmaster. He was a 
man of few words, but he had a large 
measure of the grace of prayer, and on 
each occasion when he had “led” at

our Wednesday evening meeting, I had 
been impressed by the richness and 
tenderness of his supplications. He was, 
however, a rigid Calvinist, holding’ by 
the doctrines of Election and Reproba- 
tion; and he was the last man I would 
‘have thought. of turning to in a strait 
like this. 

He was at his door as I came along. 
“This is a sad case, sir,” he said. 

“Yes, Captain,” I replied, and would 
have hurried on; but he continued: 

“Ye’ll be going to tell Nancy? I hope 
ye’ll be guided to speak a word o’ com- 
fort to her, puir body.’ 

“Indeed,” I answered, “that is just 
what I would like to do, but what com- 
fort is possible? You know the cir- 
cumstances. What can I say?” 

“Tell her,” he said, baring his head 
as he spoke, “that the mercy of the 
Lord is unsearchable, and He is able to 
save unto the uttermost.” 


I was surprised, and: he saw it. 
“Come in,” he said, “an’ I'll tell you 
what will maybe help you.” And he 
led me into his parlor. 

“Ye would hardly think it now, 
praised be grace!” he began; “but, 


when I was a lad, I was gey wild. I was 
a sore grief to my father and mother, 
and I ended by gettin’ into a scrape and 
rinnin’ awa’ to sea. My ship was an 
old barque bound for St. Kitts, and we 
had a hard enough time o’t in the fore- 
eastle. But I was the better for’t. It 
sobered me and made me think; and we 
hadna’ been a couple of weeks at sea 
when I vowed that I would turn over 
a new leaf; and I meant to write home 
as soon as we got to port, and beg for- 
giveness. One day it was blowing fresh, 
and I was out on the main-yard reefing 
the sail, when I was swung off into the 
sea. I struggled for my life in the swirl, 
and when I was lifted on the top of 
the waves, I could see that they had 
hove to and were lowering the lifeboat. 
But it was slow work, and my strength 
failed and I went under. It’s queer how 


a man feels when he’s drowning. It’s 
like a flash o’ lightning on a dark night. 
Your whole past life rises up before you, 


and ye think o’ things that ye had clean 
forgotten. It a’ came back to me, es- 
pecially my father’s prayers and how 
my mother would greit and plead wi’ 
me to mend my ways. I saw it a’ in 
the light o’ Eternity, and for the first 
time in my life I cried to the Lord for 
mercy on my soul. And He heard my 
cry, and my last thought was: ‘Oh, I 
wish they could ken! It would comfort 
them to ken that I was saved at the 
last; but they'll never ken, and they’ll 
think I’m lost.’ 


“The next I knew I was lying on the 
deck wi’ the mate bending over me. 
‘All right!’ he said, as I opened my eyes; 
‘he’s coming round.’ I had been picked 
up just in time.” 

“I was soon myself again, but I was 
another man from that hour. I was a 
saved man in both ways o’t. I had 
gripped the Lord’s mercy when I was 
sinking in the great waters, and I have 
never let go. And I’m thinking that, 
if He did this for me, maybe he has 
done the same for Steenie Wilson, 
though we'll never ken. He is able to 
save unto the uttermost. He hears the 
sinner’s cry, and if there’s time to cry, 
there’s time to be saved.” 

I went my way to poor Nancy with 
faith in my heart and comfort on my 
lips. Alan’s story was as a revelation to 
me; and it has abode with me and 
helped me to trust more bravely in the 
loving kindness of the Lord. I am an 
old man now, drawing very near to the 
Father’s House where Alan is, and, I 
would fain hope, Steenie too; and my 
ways of thinking have changed some- 
what in the process of the years. I 
have become more orthodox, and the old 
Calvinism seems to me _ truer than I 
deemed it in my callow youth. But 
there is one article in my creed which 
has never altered save by growing surer 
to my mind and more precious to my 
heart. I believe utterly in the Mercy 
of the Lord. I believe that it pursues 
the sinner beyond the reach of Eter- 
nity, holding and beseeching him to the 
last. And I believe that it oftenest pre- 
vails, and that the number of the finally 
lost will be very small.

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The Multitude Fed* 
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The place of this event in the ministry 
of Jesus is difficult to determine. As 
was suggested last week in connection 
with the healing at the Pool of Bethesda 
at Jerusalem, several biblical scholars 
have thought that chapter six with its 
story of the five thousand fed, should 
come before chapter five. Again it is 
quite clear on a comparison of the four 
Gospels, in all of which the feeding of 
the five thousand is told, that the event 
took place late in the Galilean ministry 
of Jesus, probably about the close of its 
second and most important period. 
It was long after the choiceof the 
Twelve, the Sermon on the Mount, the 
death of John the Baptist and the cir- 
cuits of teaching in Galilee followed by 
the mission of the Twelve throughout 
that district. 

The Place. 

It is the only miracle of Jesus which 
is told in all four of the Gospels. Its 
picturesque and impressive character is 
no doubt the occasion of this. There 
seems good reason for the belief that it 
is an ampler narrative of the same event 
which is described by Matthew and 
Mark as the feeding of the four thou- 
sand. Probably the latter was the earlier 
account which was later amplified into 
the record as we have it here. Such 
duplications are very common in the 
Old Testament and not unfamiliar in 
the Gospels. 

The disciples had just returned from 
their preaching tour in Galilee and Jesus 
desired that they might have rest, and 
that he might have opportunity for quiet 
conversation with them regarding the 
work which they had just been doing. 
He was in Capernaum at the time and 
they crossed the Sea of Galilee in a boat 
to the region of Bethsaida, which was 
probably situated at the northern end 
of the lake, east of the entrance of the 
Jordan. The only difficulty involved in 
the locality of the lesson is the state- 
ment by Luke (9:10) that they went 
to a city called Bethsaida, compared 
with Mark (6:45) who says that after 
the people were fed Jesus sent the dis- 
ciples unto the other side to Bethsaida. 
This may indicate that there were two 
towns of the name, one at the northeast 
corner of the Sea, another on its west- 
ern side, north of Tiberias, or it may im- 
ply some error in the account. As Caper- 
naum was at the northern end of the 
Sea, west of the entrance of the Jor- 
dan, the journey across the Sea was 
of course only across the northern end, 
a distance of perhaps two or three miles. 

But if Jesus had hoped for privacy 
and rest he was disappointed. As soon 
as the people saw the direction in which 
the Master and his disciples went they 
followed in boats, or on foot along the 
margin of the Sea, and soon came where 
the Lord had hoped to find opportun- 
ity for conference with his followers. 
The motive of the people in following 
Jesus counted a low one. They had not 
been so concerned with his teachings

as with the miracles which he performed. 
Many sick people had been restored to 
health by his words or by his touch, 
and this report was widespread through 
the region bringing together a great 
company of the curious but otherwise 
uninterested people. 

Jesus and the disciples had retired into 
the hilly region above the plain, but the 
people followed them, and when Jesus 
saw them coming he felt that compas- 
sion for them which was the ruling mo- 
tive of his life. In spite of his own 
weariness and that of his disciples, and 
notwithstanding the fact that he now 
needed all the time at his disposal for 
the instruction of the Twelve, he cheer- 
fully gave up his plans for the day and 
gave his attention to the people and 
their needs. All day long, as the other 
Gospels inform us, he talked to the peo- 
ple telling them the truths of the king- 
dom of God and declaring again and 
again those lessons which find their best 
expression in the Sermon on the Mount. 
That was probably the great discourse 
of Jesus’ life, a message which in one 
form or another he was always repeat- 
ing. 

When evening came the people were 
far from home and _ unprovided’ with 
food. At least, their supply was not 
adequate to their needs. To be sure 
the dwellers in Palestine lived habitually 
upon such scanty rations as would seem 
incapable of supporting life to one ac- 
customed to the bountiful meals of our 
western world. 

Care for the People. 

Philip who lived in the town of 
Bethsaida, was questioned by the Lord 
as to the best method of providing for 
the people. In astonishment he replied 
that such a thing was impossible. It 
would cost, he thought, at least two hun- 
dred denarii, or about thirty-five dollars 
of our money, to provide for the com- 
pany. This seemed out of the question. 
It was a moment of anxious thought on 
the part of the disciples. Jesus evidently 
wished to feed the people and yet there 
was nothing in sight with which to do 
it. Andrew suggested that a boy near 
by had a small supply of bread and fish, 
yet this seemed utterly inadequate. But 
Jesus had aroused in the disciples at 
least a feeling of responsibility for the 
people, and this was his object. 

He told the assembled crowd which 
had gathered close about him to hear his 
words to disperse themselves over the 
grassy, flower-strewn hillside, and then 
he took the small supply which they had 
and, as was his custom, lifted up his 
voice and heart in a prayer of thankful- 
ness for these gifts. It was never his 
custom to partake of food without recog- 
nizing the Givér from whom tomes every 
supply. That reverent and _ thankful 
spirit of our Lord is our noblest example 
in the cultivation of the simple graces 
of prayerfulness and gratitude. 

Then Jesus dispensed the food to the 
people. All speculation as to the method 
by which he accomplished the feeding of 
so many with so small a supply is fruit- 


less. It involves the whole question of 
the nature miracles of Jesus which are 
far more difficult than his works of heal- 
ing. Beyond the simple narrative of the 
evangelists it is impossible to go in the 
attempt to discern the method of our 
Lord. Allowing for all possible exagger- 
ations in the numbers of the people and 
the smallness of the supply; allowing 
for the growth of the story from simpler 
terms as indicated in the parallel ac- 
count of the four thousand fed with 
seven loaves and a few small fishes, we 
still have the indisputable fact that in 
some very wonderful way Jesus pro- 
vided a large company of people with 
food at a distance from their homes and 
without any resources which either the 
people or the disciples could observe. 
There even remained after their repast 
sufficient food to be remembered by the 
narrators as the proof of the ample sup- 
ply they had enjoyed. It is not strange 
that after such a sign as this the peo- 
ple were convinced that this was the 
prophet for whom they were waiting 
nor is it strange that they should have 
desired to make Jesus king upon the 
spot. They had no love for the Herods 
who had ruled with savage cruelty and 
consummate selfishness. Here was one 
who fed them instead of robbing them; 
here was one who spoke to them kindly 
instead of trampling under foot their 
rights. With such a king they could be 
proud and happy. 
The Temptation. 

It was a temptation to the multitude 
to seek for a king who could save them 
personal effort. It was a temptation to 
Jesus, and far more to the disciples, 
to exchange the ideals of the Kingdom 
of God for temporal rule. The sensitive- 
ness of our Lord tv the’ temptation 
shows itself in his instant dismissal of 
the disciples by boat to Capernaum lest 
they should be infected with the popu- 
lar enthusiasm. Both Matthew and 
Mark emphasize the haste with which he 
urged the disciples to get away from the 
scene. Then he himself withdrew into 
the mountain above, that he might clear 
his mind of all these suggestions as he 
had done once before in the wilderness 
in the days of his temptation, and that 
he might prepare himself by a night of 
prayer for the opportunity which the 
coming day would bring of impressing 
upon the multitudes the real meaning 
of his mission. He had not come into 
the world as a mere miracle worker. 
The responses of nature to his perfect 
life were the merest incidents in a 
career of human service. Far more im- 
portant was the task of teaching these 
crass and materialistic minds that the 
true bread was neither the manna of 
the wilderness nor the loaves of the hill- 
side, but himself the Living Bread.

It is not possible for men to be 
religious and at the same time to be 
incapable of useful labor. To bring up 
children in idleness invites their ruin 
Common sense is the possession of him 
who works The loafer has no sense 
and he can not acquire it. Again, 
David's shepherd life gave him a sym- 
pathetic understanding of the people. He 
built no such splendid palate as Solo- 
mon, it was left to Solomon to build 
the temple, but there was a glory in 
the reign of David which Solomon never 
reached David had the affections of 
his people. He loved them and sought 
their welfare He was tyrannical at 
times, but the voice of the prophets 
could always reach his conscience and 
make him ashamed of his sin. Solomon 
forgot the people. He was not one of 
them 

“The Man of the Hour.” 

When Saul fell on Mt. Gilboa, the 
future of Israel] looked dark. The Philis- 
tines, ancient foes of the chosen peo-

ple, were in possession of the land. 
They had a veteran army and they were 
filled with the confidence victory gives. 
The army of Israel had perished. The 
people were discouraged and ready to 
accept servitude as their lot. It was 
David who destroyed the hope of the 
enemy and united the tribes in a great 
kingdom. He would not accept defeat 


as final. He lost neither his heart nor 
his head. Without rashness and with- 
out a prudence that had become 


cowardice, he prepared for the overthrow 
of the Philistines. He won the hearts 
of the people and then he crushed their 
foes. ‘We ought to think of this part of 
David's life more than we usually do. 
There are defeats for every one of us. 
When our plans seem to fail, we lose 
heart, we lose faith, we betray our 
friends, we surrender our’ convictions. 
David did none of these foolish things. 
He believed that the Lord who had been 
his helper in his shepherd life would be 
with him in the effort to create a na- 
tion. David had a chance to go over to 
the enemy. He could have found very 
plausible reasons for deserting his peo- 
ple. But his work was in Israel, and he 
was willing to face the dangers con- 


nected with his duty. Where lies duty? 
is the question for every one in times 
of perplexity. It is not, How can I es- 
cape conflict and heartache? 
The Man of the Future. 

Because he served his generation well, 
David ruled the future. He put hope 
into the national life. In the darkest 
days of Israel’s history, the name of 
David inspired hope. What the Lord had 
done through him was a promise of what 
he would do in later times. The prophets 
came with their messages and there 
gathered about the family of David the 
brightest hopes the world has_ ever 
known. The pessimist who sees noth- 
ing good in the present and who will do 
nothing for the betterment of men, never 
inspires the coming race. The best man 
gets the greatest results out of the ma- 
terial he has given to him. He can say, 
“The Lord is my shepherd; I shall not 
want,” even when dangers are thick 
about him. He will dare to be poor and 
despised for the sake of truth. He ac- 
cepts at its full meaning the saying 
of Jesus: “For whosoever would save his 
life shall lose it; and whosoever shall 
lose his life for my sake shall find it.” 
This is possible to him who can say: 
“I shall dwell in the house of the Lord 
forever.” 
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Our topic is the most precious portion 
of the Old ‘Testament This ought to 
be a very blessed meeting. 

At the opening have the society repeat 
the Twenty-third Psalm in concert. Sing 
during the evening all the metrical trans- 
lations of the Psalm, and all the hymns 
based upon it that you can find. Some 
of these may be used as solos. 

There are many poems, like “The Lil’ 
Brack Sheep,” that will make effective 
recitations in connection with this topic. 
Have several of them recited in different 
portions of the exercises. 

Mr. Knight's beautiful little book. 
“The Song of Our Syrian Guest,” is a 
very helpful commentary on this Psalm 
So is Mr Meyer's “The Shepherd 
Psalm.” Have these books reviewed in 
the course of the evening.—C. E. World

We understand that Cephas Shelburne 
will give up his work in Huntington, Ind., 
and locate elsewhere as pastor. During 
a six years’ pastorate Bro. Shelburne has 
accomplished most notable results. In 
this time to the band of two hundred 
members have been added 800, and of 
this number 700 were baptized. In about 
three years the building was found too 
small. The Sunday school had entirely 
outgrown the building, and the audiences 
packed every available space. The erec- 
tion of the present new building, in use 
for eighteen months and one of the best 
in completeness and arrangement in In- 
diana, became a necessity. The congre- 
gation has steadily grown larger, and all 
departments of the church activities have 
increased to large proportions. The 
membership of the church exceeds a thou- 
sand, the attendance at the services fre- 
quently exceeding 800. As a citizen Mr. 
Shelburne has enjoyed the good will of 
the entire community. 


A telegram was received at the office 
of the Foreign Society from Chatham, 
Ont., on Feb. 7th, announcing the death 
of Dr. Susie Moyse, formerly Dr. Susie 
Rijnhart, who led in the planting of our 
mission station at Ta Chien Lu, on the 
border of Tibet.

NEW YORK ITEMS. 

Perhaps a few items of interest from 
the Metropolis will be in place in the 
Century. Last week it was my privilege 
to attend the Fifteenth Annual Confer- 
ence of the Foreign Mission Boards of 
the United States and Canada. It was 
held at the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian 
church, and most all the larger boards 
were represented. The one note most 
frequently sounded was the need of more 
native workers in the world fields. Dr. 
Halsey of the Presbyterian Board said 
there should be twenty-five or thirty na- 
tive workers to every missionary. Em- 
phasis was placed also on the growing 
importance of laymen’s interest in Mis 
sions and of the student volunteer move- 
ment, 

Another conference, this time on 
Home Missions, is to be held at 156 Fifth 
avenue on Feb. 20th under the auspices 
of the Home Missions Council, represent- 
ing the several Home boards of the 


country. The one topic to be considered 


is “The Religious Care of the Immi- 
grant.” Sub-topics are: “Training 
Schools for Workers Among Immi- 
grants”; “Responsibility of the Local 


Church”; “Possibilities of Interdenomi- 
national Co-operation in the Case of Im- 
migrants”; “The Missionary force at 
Ellis Island.” Papers and discussions on 
each topic will be the order of the con- 
ference. Doubtless good will come of 
these discussions. 

The Congo question is up for discus- 
sion in New York. The writer is chair- 
man of a large committee representing 
the Ministerial associations of New York 
and arrangements are being made for 
large mass meeting at the Marble Col- 
legiate Church at which Dr. Joseph 
Clark of the Congo and several promi- 
nent ministers will speak. This meet- 
ing will be held on Feb. 24th. The aw- 
ful atrocities reported from the Congo 
are almost too cruel to believe, and all 
Christian men should demand that they 
cease. 

Among our own churches things move 
on about as usual. M. L. Bates has re 
signed at 56th st. in order to go to 
become President of Hiram College 
The ehurch has not secured his 
successor at this time. Once per month 
the church on 56th st. and 119th hold a 
union service, which is largely attended 
and is enthusiastic. Dr. Herbert Martin 
preaches for the church on _ Sterling 
place, Brooklyn, where the interest is 


growing. They have employed an as 
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sistant pastor in the person of Bro. Mc- 
Call, who is in New York making prep- 
aration for the Foreign Field. The work 
at Green Point, Joseph Keevil pastor, 
and at Flatbush, W. S. Rounds pastor, 
is making progress. Each church is 
growing and hopeful. East Orange, N. 
J., church is making a very heroic ef- 
fort to build their new church. The 
financial stringency makes it all the 
more difficult just now. The church on 
169th street and its mission on the 
Southern boulevard move along as 
usual. Our new house is proving a great 
help to the work. Just now we are in 
the campaign for our Living Link work 
on the Foreign Field. This church sup- 
ports A. E. Cory at Wuhu, China. Last 
fall we became a Living Link in the 
Home Board and by co-operation with 
the Home Board we sustain D. H. Braa- 
bury at our Chapel where the work is 
taking on new life. 

The quarterly convention of the New 
York District auxiliary to the C. W. B. 
M. was held in this church, 169th street, 
on Feb. 11th, afternoon and evening. It 
was one of the largest and best con 
ventions we have had in a long time. 
Every feature was good. Mrs. Laura 
Gerald Craig, of Buffalo, was present 
and made the chief address at the even- 
ing session. Our C. W. B. M. at 169th 
street are doing fine work this year in 
their Mission Study class. All enjoy it. 

The next event will be the annual 
dinner of the Disciples Union at the 
Hotel Marseilles on the evening of 
March 10th. Mr. H. R. Cooly, of Cleve- 
land, will be the chief speaker. Beside 
this will be two or three others who 
will speak. The annual dinner is al- 
ways a pleasant affair.

We feel the Lord has 
greatly strengthened the work here; and 
are confident He will lead us to greater 
victories. One young man came forward 
last night to renew his covenant with 
Christ, and so the good work goes on. 
We shall reorganize the work generally, 
and pray the Lord to bless our labors.”

No less than 
800 boys and girls attend our Sunday 
schools in Harda and out-stations. A 
rich harvest will soon be enjoyed.

AN OPPORTUNITY TO STUDY 
AN ANCIENT PROBLEM. 


In these days of problem pictures, 
problem fiction and problem plays, it is 
interesting to look back into the litera- 
ture of the Hebrews and see what were 
the questions troubling the minds of the 
people in whom the Christian conception 
of God and human life was working itself 
out. 

Three books of the Bible treat exclu- 
sive problems with great force and ar- 
tistic beauty: the problem of pure love 
in the Song of Songs, the problem of 
skepticism in Ecclesiastics, and that of 
human suffering in Job. 

One can hardly call these modern 
problems, although they would seem to 
be such from the fact of their prevalence 
in modern thought. Their treatment by 
the Hebrew philosophers, while as in- 
clusive in some ways as that of modern 
writers, is extremely satisfactory in pro- 
viding a standard of values which must 
satisfy anyone willing to believe in God.
